The proposed claim amendments still read on the prior art. The proposed amendments only microscopically modify the scope of the 
claims; thus, the proposed amendments still read on the prior art, as indicated in the Office Action dated 1 1 February 2005. 

In regard to Applicant's argument that the Final Office Action dated 1 1 February 2005 was improper because Applicant's amendment filed 
on 18 January 2005 was not "drawn to the same invention," the examiner disagrees. Applicant correctly recognizes that MPEP 706.07(b) 
sets forth the conditions where the claims of a new application may be finally rejected in the first Office Action. One of the conditions 
requires that all claims of the new application are "drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application. In the RCE filed on 1 1 
February 2005, the Applicant modified the scope of the claims in only a very minor way. Applicant admits this in the Remarks of the RCE 
by stating that "the amendments to the claims were made to improve the readability and clarity of the claims and not for any reason 
related to patentability." Accordingly, finally rejecting the claims in the first Office Action was proper. 

Should Applicant file another RCE with the proposed claim amendments recited in this response, the examiner will issue another Final 
Rejection. To avoid this, Applicant should amend the claims to distinguish the present invention from the cited prior art. 
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
